Accord Seen 
In Steel Talks 
At Pittsburgh 


Extended Vacation 
Plan Due USW For 
Contract Extension 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Steel 
Magazine quotes industry sourc­ 
es as saying steel labor negotia­ 
tors in Pittsburgh are on the 
verge of coming to terms in a 
new agreement. 
The national trade journal said 
Tuesday it has learned the Unit­ 
ed Steelworkers Union will get an 
extended vacation plan in ex­ 
change for a one-year contract 
extension rn such a settlement. 
No hourly wage increase would 
be included if an agreement is 
made, the industry publication re­ 
ported. 
"If the agreement is negoti­ 
ated," Steel said, "the union will 
get what it wants most—addition­ 
al job opportunities. . . The in­ 
dustry will get a guarantee that 
it won’t have to negotiate a new 
c o n t r a c t during an election 
year." 
The magazine stressed, how­ 
ever, that one stumbling block re­ 
maining in negotiations is what it 
called a contracting • out clause, 
which concerns work farmed to 
outside companies. 
The union 
wants to restrict contracting-out 
so that idled Steelworkers would 
get a chance to do the work. 
"lf USW President David J. 
McDonald presses too hard for 
this revision, the talks would col­ 
lapse,’’ said the magazine. "A 
formal contract reopening would 
follow, with the union free to 
strike 90 days after.”

This is not a profit-.sharing plan 
b ecause the com pany has agreed 
to pay the special b onus on re ­ 
duced costs even if the firm loses 
money rm its over-all operations. 
There are m any other devic« 5, 
including a 
re.serve lab or pool 
into which a m an goes for at 
least a 
y ear at 
regular rates, 
even if he does not work W a us e 
he has b een b um ped b y new tech­ 
nology —autom at ion. 
All this 
is not an industrial 
wonder drug Rut m any feel the 
com m ittee is therapeutic. There 
still are disputes aiKt a new con­ 
tract m ust b e negotiated. But if 
the uniwi arxl 
the 
firm 
can’t 
agree, the pub lic m em b ers are 
called in 60 day s b efore the ex­ 
piration date. And as Dave Cole 
puts it, pub lic m em b ers no longer 
are outsiders, b ut “insiders b y 
invitation.” They can act as m e­ 
diators. They can m ake recom - 
merKiations. They can shout out 
in pub lic. They can 
b rm g 
all 
sorts of pressure on b oth sides 
“ to m ake them b ehave.” 
This m ay not b e a cure-all. But 
it sure is news—good news.

A happy 46th birthday to John F. Ken­ 
nedy, president of the United States. 
Those of us on the outside looking in 
wonder how the outgoing and multidinous 
Kennedy* treat their most illustrious son in 
the bosom of the family. 
Here is a curious situation as families like 
the Kennedys go. Only one of them can 
be chief executive of the United States, and 
the designation fell upon John F. Kennedy 
by an arbitrary decision at the parental 
level. 


IT IS a matter of record that it was to 
have been his older brother Joe, who was 
killed in World War II. It could very well 
have been his next younger brother, Bobby. 
It might even have fallen to the lot of the 
youngest brother Teddy, or to the husband 
of one of the Kennedy sisters. Joseph P. 
Kennedy believed presidents are made, not 
born. 
Is it not likely that the chief executive 
of the United States is 
a 
man 
with 
a 


minimum of official honor inside the family, 
but with a maximum of family esteem? 
One day soon, a photogrpher will take a 
picture of President Kennedy that will re­ 
veal clearly what the nagging problems of 
the office have done to him since he ran 
for office in 1960 and took office early in 
1961. All of us will see what time and 
worry have done to this man on the sunny 
side of 56. 


WE SAW it happen to Dwight Eisenhower, 
Harry Truman and Franklin Roosevelt. We 
saw it happen to Herbert Hoover. Calvin 
Coolidge, Warren Harding 
and Woodrow 
Wilson 
It is the same thing that happens to us 
all, but to our presidents, bearing an un­ 
remitting burden of care, it happens faster. 
Have a happy birthday, Mr. President— 
as happy as the occasion allows, which is 
happier than your critics ever would admit 
and not half as happy as your enthusiastic 
backers would like to believe it is. 


Non-Pcaceful Co-Existence 


Hope of trouble between the Soviet Union 
and the Chinese People’s Republic geysers 
up 
like 
Old 
Faithful 
and 
subsides 
as 
routinely. 
But those of us who aren’t originators of 
speculation about tensions between Moscow 
and Peking — do not have to be faithful 
about believing R. 
Hie reports always lead to the same 
conclusion. 
We must hope for the Soviet Union to 
prevail over the Chinese People’s Republic, 
because its leaders want to conquer the 
world and die Kremlin believes in peace­ 
ful co-existence. 
We must choose the Russian threat as the 
lesser of the Communist evils because the 
Chinese threat would bring international war. 
There is no justification for this sizeup 
of the situation. 
The Soviet Union is the only country capa­ 


ble of waging war on a major scale. The 


United States has no reason to fear any 


other country. 


Red China is unable to mount a major 


war. Even with Russia’s help, if that help 


were forthcoming. China could not fight any­ 


where except on its own boundaries and 
then only against 
an 
opponent 
similarly 
handicapped by bad transportation, spotty 
industrial production, insufficient food and 
a military establishment of dubious loyalty. 
This will be true for years to come. In 
the meantime it’s a sure bet reports of new 
tensions between Peking and Moscow will 
continue to appear with regularity. 
If Moscow ran make it appear that the 
United States has a choice between cholera 
and small pox and everybody knows how 
had cholera is, perhaps it can make small­ 
pox seem like a bargain. 


That Would Take Another Vote 


New legislation to help farmers has been 
ntroduced in the U.S. Senate with biparti- 
tan support, to the surprise of all who 
bought farmers had voted against federal 
lelp in the wheat referendum. 


The truth is, they voted only against a 
proposed program of federal help for pro­ 
ducers of one commodity—wheat. 
It would take another vote to determine 
how they feel about federal help in gen­ 
seal. Even then, not much would have been 
revealed because farmers in different parts 
rf the country have different views on the 
lame support programs. 
Cotton farmers and wheat farmer*, for 
sample, might oppose federal help in prin- 
iple but. be enthusiastic about federal help 
it practice—for themselves, not necessarily 
or the other fellow. 
Farmers are no different in this respect 
rom the rest of us, who always find it 
iasier to know what is right for the other 
ellow than what is wrong for ourselves. 
All during the era of government hand­ 


outs. federal largesse has been objected to 
violently by some of the same people put­ 
ting pressure on their representatives and 
senators to get 
all 
the largesse within 
reach when their own communities were 
affected. 


IT WAS EASY to foretell thai new ideas 
would be proposed if farmers turned down 
the Kennedy-Freeman proposal in the wheat 
referendum; that’s farm politics. 
Farm-state politicians traditionally 
take 
the attitude that 
the 
farmer 
must 
be 
helped if it lolls him. They did not construe 
the turndown in the wheat farmer referen­ 
dum as a rebuke. Tt was a challenge. 
No one ever will know' if farmers in gen­ 
eral are fed up with control programs. 
There never will be a referendum on that. 
You can bet on it. 
It would be like having a referendum on 
Christmas bills in January instead of on 
Santa Clause in December. Santa Claus gives 
things aw'av. Everybody loves Santa Claus. 


Automatic Pension Pie Windfall 


Pensions of retired federal workers now 
are formally tied to the official consumer 
price index. This means their retirement 
pay automatically goes up when the cost- 
of-living 
goes 
up — a built-in pr<Section 
against inflation 
The federal plan goes much farther than 
private plans have been able or willing to go. 
Many collective bargaining contracts p ro 
vide automatic wage increases but no pen­ 
sion increases when the living cost goes up. 
The plan became taw last October when it 
was a little-noticed part of the bill that 
lifted 
postal 
rates and provided 
higher 
federal pay.

In this tiny Pittsburgh, there 
is the Kaiser steel plant, with 
limestone, coal and iron ore prac­ 
tically in its back yard 
It was 
hit by the long 1959 steel strike, 
but settled earlier than the rest of 
the industry by setting up what 
insiders at first called the "fruits 
committee." 


On it were high company ex­ 
ecutives, union leaders and their 
lawyer Arthur Goldberg and three 
public members. 
One of the latter was Dave Cole, 
soft-voiced adviser on labor crises 
lo all presidents from Franklin 
Roosevelt on through to John Ken­ 
nedy. The other day at the New 
York Conference on Solutions to 
Problems 
of 
Automation 
and 
Employment, he told us that the 
committee had found the plant 
was being hit bv "wildcats, slow­ 
downs. 
resentment, 
resistance, 
tension ” And all very costly to 
both unionists and the company. 


THE "FRITTS COMMITTEE.’* 
so called because in the contract 
settling the 1959 strike there was 
a reference to developing a form­ 
ula for the just and equitable 
sharing of the fruits of the grow­ 
ing productivity, soon changed its 
name to a more formal Kaiser- 
S t e e l w o r k e r s Long - Range 
Committee. 
Basically its problem was to 
keep peace, take the workers’ fear 
out of automation and keep the 
company profitable 
The committee also wanted to 
keep the government out of the 
plants 
tabor-management 
rela­ 
tions. 
First came the assault on fear 
and su.spici(*n Dave Cole and his 
colleagues knew this usually start­ 
ed right on the plant floor. 
When tile committee assembled 
it found 5.15 workers’ grievances

New grievances were piling up 
at the rate (rf some 120 a month. 
The committee 
found 
all 
this 
never-ending conflict developing 
into an angry minuet. The gripe 
developed. The union came into 
the fray. The supervisors were 
angered. Feuds began. 


OBVIOUSLY no 
fruits 
could 
ripen until the tensions were rut 
down. So the tripartite commit­ 
tee worked on a formula which 
ripped through all the formalities. 
There were 
face-to-face 
con­ 
frontations right at the site of 
the irritations Finally 500 of the 
complaints were cleaned up Men 
and foremen were convinced of 
the virtue of working together be­ 
cause "fruits" were better than 
feuds. At the moment the griev­ 
ance come in at t he rate of 
some 20 a month 
With peace won on the ground 
floor, the I/mg-Range Committee 
then developed the now famous 
Kaiser sharing plan. 
There is general public belief 
that this us a profit-sharing plan. 
It is not. 
It says simply that the steel 
workers covered by the formula 
get a 32 V* per cent share of the 
saving in the production of each 
ton of steel—based on the cost 
in 
1961. 
The last monthly "payout" to 
the workers involved averaged 55 
cents an hour 
Not all workers 
are in the sharing unit. Some 


prefer to stay under their old in­ 
centive plan because they can 
earn IOO per cent over their base 
pay. 


NATURALLY 
t h e 
company 
wants to move them from under 
the incentives. And Kaiser is will­ 
ing to pay a lump sum to those 
who want to move from the in­ 
centive plan to the sharing plan. 
Dave Cole reported that one such 
sum came to $5,000. 
This is not a profit-sharing plan 
because the company has agreed 
to j)ay the special bonus on re­ 
duced costs even if the firm loses 
money on its over all operations. 
There are many other device*, 
including a reserve labor pool 
into which a man goes for at 
least a year at regular rates, 
even if he does not work because 
he has heen humped by new tech­ 
nology—automation 
All this is not an industrial 
wonder drug But many feel the 
committee is therapeutic. There 
still are disputes and a new con­ 
tract must be negotiated. But if 
the union and 
the 
firm 
can’t 
agree, the public members are 
called in 60 days before the ex­ 
piration date. And as Dave Cole 
puts it. public members no longer 
are outsiders, but "insiders by 
invitation.” They can act as me­ 
diators. They can make recom­ 
mendations. They can shout out 
in public. They can tiring all 
sorts of pressure on both sides 
"to make them behave." 
This may not be a cure-all But 
it sure is news—good news.

pie will be ask­ 
ed to decide in 
the 
presiden­ 
tial election in, 
1964. The Re­ 
publican party 
in Congress has drawn up a docu­ 
ment arguing the merits of the 
question. It says: 
"Hie 
question 
is 
not then, 
whether man will ultimately reach 
the moon and beyond. The ques­ 
tion is rather, how shall it be done 
and 
whether 
other 
aspects of 
human needs should be bypassed 
or overlooked in the one spasmod­ 
ic effort to achieve a lunar land­ 
ing at once. 
"Space exploration must a n d 
will 
come. 
But what priority 
should be applied to it in the total 
national effort? The decision of 
priorities must be made on t h e 
basis of over all benefit to t h e 
free world and not on the adoles­ 
cent desire to beat the Russians 
in a space race." 
In these days when the public 
debt limit is being raised to $309 
billion and when tho Treasury def­ 
icits are estimated to run about 
$12 billion a year, there are still 
many other demands on the poc­ 
ketbooks of the taxpayers. 
These arguments will be pointed 
out in the coming campaign. 


THE COMPREHENSIVE mem­ 
orandum on this subject, prepar­ 
ed by a staff of specialists under 
the direction of Sen. Bourke Hick- 
enlonper, R-Iowa, raised s u c h 
questions as these: 
"Is it more important to have 
a man on the moon than to con­ 
quer cancer which will take t h e 
lives of 40 million Americans now 
living? 
"Is lunar exploration more im­ 
portant to mankind than freeing 
ourselves from the tragic chains 
of mental illness, which now ac­ 
counts for one of ev ery four Amer­ 
ican hospital beds? 
"Is a fistful of lunar dust mean­ 
ingful to the 17 million Americans 
who we are told go to bed hungry 
each night? 
"Is a pathway to the moon more 
vital than a highway system de­ 
void of the slaughter which n o w 
claims 4ft thousand lives annually? 
"Is seeing the other side of the 
moon more important than seeing 
our children free of leukemia? 
"Is being there first more im­ 
portant than insuring an adequate 
water source for our great metro­ 
politan centers? 
"Is putting a man on the moon 
more important than developing 
techniques for making use of our 
stored natural resources? 
"Is manned lunar fhght of more 
value than bringing order to a 
world (rf emerging nations?” 
The specialists argue that a 
propaganda triumph over the So­ 
viets is not worth the $40 billion 
it may cost. The project of the ad­ 
ministration 
is 
to place three 
astronauts on the moon lief ore the 
end of this decade, but the critics 
say this will be of momentary val­ 
ue only. 


It’a being argued that the Bo­ 
ca lied military advantages a r e 
negligible and that the advancee 
in science can be made much 
more cheaply by research on 
earth. 


AS FOR MISSILES placed on 
the moon, they would have to be 
aimed at the earth, which is 240, 
OOO miles away, and with littla 
chance of accuracy. Scientists say 
the cost of such a missile would 
he a thousand times more than a 
missile located on the earth. 
By the end of fiscal year 1164, 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space Administration will h a v e 
spend $8 6 billion on the m o o n 
project, and the total cost is esti­ 
mated at around $20 billion, with 
the possibility (rf its going as high 
as $40 billion. 
In contrast to these huge expen­ 
ditures. the memorandum spon­ 
sored by Sen. Hickenlooper points 
out that the money could be much 
more 
usefully 
expended, 
and 
says: 
"It has been estimated that 46 
million Americans now alive will 
die of cancer . . . . 
"The fiscal 1964 federal budget 
for cancer research totals $145 mil­ 
lion. This is equivalent to the cost 
of four Saturn V rocket motors. 
Each of these motors will flame 
for two minutes and then be for­ 
ever lost.. . . 
"For fiscal 1964 mental health 
programs in the national insti­ 
tute* of health will receive $196 
million. Tbs* is equivalent to the 
rocket motors alone for six Sat* 
urns to be used eventually to put 
three men on the moon. 
"Each year in the United State* 
alone 900,000 persons die of heart 
diseases. 
"There are 16 million Amer­ 
ican* now suffering from some 
form of heart disease. . .The fis­ 
cal 1964 budget for the national 
heart institute is $133 million, the 
equivalent of three or four Saturn 
rocket firings with a total useful 
life of eight minutes " 


THE IDEA of placing a man on 
the moon is not opposed, but the 
question raised is when and how 
and at what expense. The docu­ 
ment further states. 
"Summing up, opponents to a 
$20 billion to $40 billion crash lunar 
program maintain that the argu­ 
ments for such a 
program are 
either specious or not important. 
They do say that eventually man. 
if he follows an orderly and logi­ 
cal course, will reach the moon. 
"However, they contend that 
there is no hurry and that it would 
be a lot less costly, and far great­ 
er values would accrue to man­ 
kind, if we take it easy and try 
to accomplish our ultimate pur­ 
pose step by step.” 
There is one important point 
which will be widely discussed. 
Supposing the Soviets really try 
to get to the moon ahead of us? 
The answer being made to this 
Is that it would cost the Soviet 
government 
tremendous 
sums, 
and might be the very thing that 
would break the Communist hold 
on the Russian people for the So­ 
viets are greatly in need of expen­ 
ditures for public welfare, and, if 
the Soviet government d i v e r t s 
huge sums for a race to the moon, 
this is likely to hasten its down­ 
fall.

to

Manhattan 
traffic, 
which is ex acted to soar to 45 
million passengers a year. 
Since February 1962 the Fed­ 
eral Aviation Agency has Item 
"simulating'' traffic that would 
be using a proposed airport in 
Burlington 
County 
in 
southern 
New Jersey A report rn the im 
pact of that traffic on the East 
Coast pattern is imminent. 


THE TRC ll BLE w ith a fourth 
airport for New York City is lo­ 
cation. The Port trf New York 
Authority in December 1959 rec­ 
ommended the building of a $'220 
million port in the Great Swamp 
of Morris County, 25 miles west 
of 
the 
Holland 
Tunnel. 
This 
aroused a storm of protest and 
a bill approved by the New Jer­ 
sey legislature — but vetoed by 
former Gov. Robert B Meyner— 
that would have banned a new 
jetport not only in Morris Coun­ 
ty but in all of North Jersey. 
Now Gov. Richard Hughes is 
backing an airport in Burlington 
County. 80 to 90 miles from New 
York City This location has been 
called impractical by the Federal 
Aviation Agency, which controls

Rockefeller of 
New York wants the new port 
located at a site in Orange Coun­ 
ty. N Y. Tbis is only 58 miles 
from New York City. 


Both sites might be considered 
against the facts of modem air 
travel. A recent flight from Wash­ 
ington. DC to New York by a 
propeller plane — from National 
Airport to La Guardia — took 
less than an hour and IO minutes. 
But ground transportation to and 
from terminals took more than 
an hour and 40 minutes. 


FOR THE I AST YEAR

Civil 
Aeronautics Board, which 
regulates route* of all major ear­ 
ners. has been studying the feasi­ 
bility of setting up a regional air­ 
port pattern.

provement. A m atin g of fte lo 
cal Chamber of Commerce and 
civic leaders with the head of an 
industnal concern desiring a new 
location left the visiting manufac­ 
turer with a fiiw impression of 
the community, Blair said. 
“ The town thought it had a good 
chance of getting the plant,” he 
continued. Meanwhile, the plant 
owner visited the town in secrecy 
to shop, visit the barbershop and 
, ask 
residents, 
“ 'How do you 
like your town? ’ ” He got a fav­ 
orable respoase due to the pub­

The statistics indicate that there 
are 15,000 agencies for every 500 
plants that will relocate in any one 
year, meaning that an 
agency 
would have to operate three years 
before finding succes.s. But Blair 
warned that this doesn’t always 
happen, as some agwicies lure 
two concerns, and others none 
One of the prime location fac 
tors facing the concerns is ability 
to anticipate a profit. Blair said. 
“ Profit is not a dirty word, it 
pays taxes and provides jobs. We 
need to keep telling the profit 
story over and over again,” he 
added. Other factors influencing 
the decision of a concern to re 
locate include the available raw 
materials 
and 
transportation, 
markets and community attitude. 
Statewide, Ohio has had a great 
degree of growth until 1957, nev 
er lacking markets or transporta­ 
tion like some other stat^ . But 
Ohio will have to run fast to keep 
up with the pack, he said.

Christian 
Huygens, the Dutch physicist, also studied light and decided 
that light travels in waves. Much later it was found that both 
men were really right. It was found that light rays were made 
up to tiny packets of energy called photons but that these seem 
to travel in waves. Light waves are different from sound waves, 
because sound waves must have some substance, like air or 
ground to travel through. But the little photons of light rays, 
which are electric in nature, can race through space without 
any air to help them. The speed at which they move is said 
to be the fasest possible speed by which anything can travel. 
Our artist has tried to symbolise this speed with the little 
dashing figures of the Roman god Mercury who is supposed 
to be carrying a beam of light at the amazing speed of 186.283 
miles per second, which modem measurements give as the 
speed of light.
